Dep uty Coroner Suth er­ 
land, of Acton, brough t th e Armenian 
to Indianap olis, and h e was locked up 
at th e p olifflB station to await an in­ 
vestigation of th e case. 
At p olice 
h eadquarters yesterday 
afternoon Bap tist denied any connec­ 
tion with th e tragic event. 
He said 
h e was walking up th e railroad track 
and found th e coat, but did not know 
th at it belonged to th e dead man. 
He said wh ile h e was looking at th e 
coat a section man. wh o was working 
near, p ointed out th e mangled body. 
Bap tist h as been in i>olice oireels 
before.

was 
arrested a 
sh ort 
time agoa ud sent to th e work h ouse. 
He got away from th e work h ouse 
Tuesday afternoon. 
He is not consid­ 
ered a bad ch aracter, h owever, ami 
th e officers are rath er inclined to th ink 
th at h e h ad noth ing 
to 
do 
with 
Leigh ton’s death , but th ey will inves­ 
tigate th e case. 
Bap tist, wh o, it is said, is attending 
medical sch ool at Indianap ollis, is a 
graduate of a th eological sch ool in 
Tennessee and is p resumably p rep aring 
for th e missionary 
service in 
h is 
native land. 
He makes a business of 
lecturing 
th rough out, 
th e 
country 
towns, wh ere h e obtains money enough 
to p ay h is sch ooling 
exp enses. 
He 
h as lectured some at Glen wood, New 
Salem, Andersonville and oth er towns 
in th is 
and surrounding 
counties. 
Th ere h as been some susp icion th at be 
h as been working a graft and th e offi­ 
cers h ave been keep ing th eir eyes on 
h im.

body of Sep tember Smith ey, a farm 
laborer emp loyed on th e farm owned 
by Mrs. Rose Kittley, two miles east 
of Cumberland, was found dead in bed.

It is said th at h e 
belonged to an excellent family, and 
th e newsp ap er man wh o h as worke« l 
up th e <-as<* claims th at lie h as written 
to th e man's fath er an« ! as soon as lie 
receives th at rep ly will p ublish th e 
story.

London, March 31.—Peace talk is 
prevalent everywhere, but that nego­ 
tiations have commenced is still posi­ 
tively denied 
in all official circles 
here. 
The foreign office disclaims 
even having any knowledge of "peace 
proposals. 
It is quite evident, how­ 
ever, that while the first definite step 
may be taken at any moment, uu ad­ 
vance further than indicated *n the 
press dispatches may be pos*poned in­ 
definitely. 
Baron Hayashi, the Jap­ 
anese minister, declares that he has 
no information in regard to the an­ 
nouncement contained in the St. Pe­ 
tersburg dispatches that Russia had 
indirectly made known to Japan the 
negative conditions on wh*ch peace 
might be concluded, namely no cession 
of territory and no indemnity, leaving 
Japan to determine whether pe v e ne­ 
gotiations could be begun upon ihar 
basis, but he said unreservedly that 
the term s then mentioned could not 
even be considered, and added: 
“A 
cession of territory and on indemnity 
are the only points negotiable, as Jap­ 
an’s ante-bellum demands have al­ 
ready been secured by Japan.” 
M. Takashi (.the Japanese special 
financial commissioner) said; 
“The 
war cost 
between $250,000,000 and 
$800,000,000 the first year, and it is 
estimated that it will cost $350,000,000 
during the present year. 
It would be 
unprecedented in the history of great 
wars that no indemnity and no terri­ 
tory be given up by the vanquished. 
While it is beyond my province to dis­ 
cuss the term s ot peace. I can ex press 
my personal opinion that as the war 
was forced upon Japati it is not likely 
that she will waiv,? the right to an 
indemnity and cession of territory 
when concluding peace. 
What indem­ 
nity will be demanded 1 cannot say, 
but it is my private opinion that it 
will at least- cover the ex pense of the 
war. 
if Russia assumes that a con­ 
tinuance of the war will deplete our 
finances before hers, it will be another 
mistake of judgment on ner part. 
We 
can maintain a sufficient army in Man­ 
churia to ivetp out the Russians in­ 
definitely, but this will necessitate 
Japan remaining in Manchuria and 
adm inistering the province on a war 
footing, which we do not desire. 
Man­ 
churia is fertile and productive and an 
army can be maintained there more 
economically than in the case of the 
opposing force in Siberia. 
If Russia 
is prepared for the teat of a war of 
finances we are willing. 
The longer 
the war lasts the more certain it will 
be that it will not be resumed.” 
M. Takashi spoke interestingly re­ 
garding 
the 
internal conditions 
in 
China since the Chino-Japanese war. 
He said China was awakening. 
The 
government was now making rapid 
strides along the lines on which Japan 
had developed. China was sending pu­ 
pils abroad to study and bringing in 
foreign instructors. 
Many of these 
were Japanese and a rapproachment 
between the two countries was stead­ 
ily being effected 
The Manchurians 
were delighted with the Japanese ad­ 
ministration wherever it was in force, 
because they permit no lawlessness 
and adm inister pertect just.ee.
